«Ix Hereas his Grace the Lord high Commiſioner,and the Lords of His Majeſties 


AWW Privy Council, are ſufficiently Informed, T hat there are ſome numbers of Iri(h 
WA VA VEAS, Papiſts and others, Shipped at Craig-Fergus, in three Men of War, 
SDAA8e 41nd that they bave paſt the Mule of Kintire, and Sailed betwixt Iſla ans 


| Jura, avd are probably before this time Landed in ſome place of the Iſles, or Highlands, 


about Innerlochie; Therefore the Lord high Commiſſioner, and tbe Lords of His Ma- 
Jeſties Privy Council, Have thought fit, in His Majeities Name and Authority, to 
Certifie the Licdges anent the Invaſion, and Deſcent of theſe Barbarous and Bloody Peo- 
ple, whowill certainly joyn with the Viſcount of Dundee, and other Rebel: that are in 
Arms with bim, And Do Require the Leidges, That none of them take in hand to Cor- 
reſpond with, Reſet, Supply, or any wayes Aſfiit theſe Rebels and Papiſts, but on the con- 
trazy, all Sheriffs, Baillies of Realities, or Bailliaries, Stewarts, and all other Ma- 
giſtrats whatſomever within the Sheriffdom of Perth and Forfar, and all others upon the 


| North fade of the Water of Tay, are hereby expreſly Required and Commanded, to attend 


General-major M<cay, Commander in Chief of His «M ajeſties Forces in this preſent Ex- 
pedition, for Reducing of theſe Rebels and Invaders, and that they Receive and Obey 
his Orders from time to time, either in Conveening the Heretors and other Inhabitants of 
the R eſpeftive Shires in Arms to His Majeſties Hoff, ar what times or places he ſpall think 
fit to Appoint ; or in furniſhing Proviſuoms, Baggaze-Horſes, and what elſe may be ne- 
ceftary for His Majeſties Service in this Expedition , as they ſhall be advertiſed by the 


ſaid General-major Mecay, or his Order : Requiring likewayes the Heretors and Inha- 


bitants of the ſeveral Shires to obey punFually the Orders,that ſhall be grven to them bythe 
reſpetive Sheriffs, Stewarts, Baillies and Magiſtrats, to the Effet foreſaid: And bis 
Grace the Lord bigh Commiſſioner, and Lords of Privy Council Do Certifie, T hat if any 
of the Magiftrats or Inhabitantsof theſe Shires of Petth, Forfar, andothers beyond Tay, 
all be negligent or refiaflory in Conveening in Arms, when required in manner fore(aid, 
or giving their aſſiſtance for the maintainance of His Majefties T roops furniſhing of Horſes, 
oy the carrying and m—_— of their Ammunition, Proviſion, aud Baggage at this time, 
when the Conntrey is Invaded by Barbarous Papiſts, joyned with Inteſtine Rebels, that 
they ſhall be proceeded againii to the outmo#t extremity of Law. And Drdain theſe Pre- 
ſents 10 be Sublifed at the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and at the Mercat-Croſſes of 
Perth, Forfar, and other Mercat-Croſſes needful beyond the Water of Tay. Extrafted
